Industry’s reaction to «Sir 
Stafford Cripps's export pro- 
gramme has been generally en- 
couraging, but it is recognised on 
all sides that the real test will 
be its detailed application to in- 
dividual industries, A great deal 
depends on the ability of the 
Government to retain the en- 
thusiasm and good will of both 
managements and workers in the 
unavoidably painful initial stages, 
when production is being — re- 
directed towards the new targets. 
The prime object of an increase 
in aggregate production should 
he kept firmly in mind, During 
his speech Inst week Sir Stafford 
pointed aut that a very marked 
increase in production “was whol- 
ly within our capacity.” Amplify: 
ing this statement, he declared 
that in a number nf cases produc: 
tion increases up, to 4O per cent. 
could be abtained without “any 
Acie in labour force, It is in 
this direction that safety and re- 
covery li." 

Consultations are to be started 
on such questions is the removal 
of restrictive trade practices and 
overtime working. ‘These are not 
new questions, They have been 
raised time and again during the 
past two years, bur with sihgu- 
larly little result, In- particular 


difficulties in the coal industry. 
Sir Arthur Sutherland, President 
of the Newcastle Chamber of 
Commerce, recalls that in 1938 
the -‘T'vne alone ,exported over 
7,000,000 tons of’ coal, while in 
the peak year of 1923 the figure 
was no less than 16,500,000 tons.

If the Government can remove 
the various drags upon’ produc- 
tiun, of which coal shortage has 
been the chief, its own prablems 
will be greatly eased. “he more 
aggregate production improves the 
less resort there need be to what 
Mr. ‘Fewson, general secretary 
of the T.U.C, quite rightly de- 
scribed as “the distortion” of in- 
dustry. Uf non-essential industries 
Are gaing to be driven out of pro- 
duction by the restriction of their 
fuel and raw material supptics, 
Jif workers are going to be forced 
to change their jobs by the arti- 
ficial unemployment thus caused, 
supplemented by direction even 
in its most velvet-gloved form, a 
great denl of pain and suffering 
| will be caused, Such rough pro- 
cesses will not induce either good 
will or enthusiasm. It is in 
everyone's interest to keep them 
to a minimum. ,
